j Chaldean Antiquities. —Letters have 
! just been received from Bagdad, stating that 
j Mr. Loftus, the geologist attached to the 
| commission which is now employed in the 
demarcation of the Turco-Persian line ol 
! frontier, had succeeded, on his passage from 
Bagdad to Cussorab, in visiting all the most 
remarkable ancient sites in Lower Chaldea. 
The ruins now called Werka, which repre¬ 
sent the Ur of the Chaldees, whence took 
place the Exodus of Abraham, were careful¬ 
ly examined bv Mr. Loftus, and were found 
to be of great extent and of extraordinary 
interest. A vast number of ancient colhns 
of baked clay, highly glazed, and covered 
with figures of men in relief, were discov¬ 
ered in one? spot, the coffins being about six 
feet in length, adapted to *the shape of the 
human body, and with an ornamented lid, 
which closed the upper part; a moderately- 
sized water-jar was also attached to each 
coffin. Gold ornaments and other Chuldean 
relics were said to be frequently found in 
them, but tliose which Mr. Loftus examined 
had been already rifled, and he had no leis¬ 
ure for excavation. Numerous bricks cov¬ 
ered with cuneilorm characters were, how¬ 
ever, brought away from the ruins by Mr. 
Loltus, together with pieces of terra cotta, 
moulded in the shape of a bull’s horns, arid 
bearing inscriptions, and several fragments 
of an hexagonal clay cylinder, inscribed wutli 
a long historical record, similar to that de¬ 
posited in the British Museum, which was 
lound by Mr. Layard at Nineveh. Werka is , 
still ttaditionally known in the country «s the 
birthplace of Abraham, and its identity with 
Ur of the Chaldees is established beyond the 
reach of cavil.

MISCELLANEOUS. 

American Cities. —The growth of Ameri¬ 
can cities is unparallelled in the liistoiy of 
the world. Already half a million arc em¬ 
braced within the suburbs of New York, and 
more than half that number within those of 
Philadelphia. New Orleans contains about 
150,000, Boston 130,000, and Baltimore 105,- 
000 inhabitants. The second child bora in 
Cincinnati, it is said, is still living, and has 
not reached the middle age of life, while the 
-city has a population of 100,000. The pop¬ 
ulation of St. Louis was about 1,600 in 1810; 
18,000 in 1840 ; 40,000 in 1845; and it is 
probably now not less than 60,000.

BRIDE OF THE GUILLOTINE. 

AN INCIDENT IN THE REIGN OF TERROR. 

On a stormy night in the tempestuous 
times of the French Revolution, a young 
German -was returning to his lodgings at 
a late hour, across the old part of Paris. 
The lightning gleamed, and the loud 
claps of thunder rattled through the nar¬ 
row, lofty streets.

The loud claps of thunder rattled 
among the high houses of the narrow 
streets. He came to the Place de Greve, 
the square where public executions were 
then performed.

The monotony of the dreary 
black rock was relieved by the yellow 
sand, without which the whole of Fezzan 
would be a lifeless wilderness—as it is in 
the sand that the palm trees grow, and 
in the wadis filled with it that the weDs 
are found. In the great Wadi of Fezzan 
the expedition passed through a complete 
forest of palms, as well as through cul¬ 
tivated fields of wheat and barley.— 
Another small table-land was traversed 
by the travelers before they reached Mur¬ 
suk, at which place they were awaiting 
the arrival from Ghat of the Tuarick es¬ 
cort, headed by Hatila, who calls himself 
“ the friend of the English,” from having 
escorted Oudney and Clapperton to Ghat. 
The party were all well, and in high spir¬ 
its. 

Of the varied oral information collect¬ 
ed by the travelers respecting the interi¬ 
or of Africa,.the most interesting, prob¬ 
ably, is the statement made to Dr. Over- 
weg, by a Baghirmi negro, that south of 
the latter’s country, is a nation of Kafirs 
(which means that they do not profess 
the Mohammedan religion,) who are 
clothed, possess large herds of cattle, and 
have iron weapons (war axes) of their 
own manufacture. Their country is 
mountainous, and is covered with snow 
every Winter. 

With regard to the latter part of this 
information, it may be remarked, that it 
seems to connect itself with the results 
recently arrived at by other travelers, and 
to afford reasonable grounds for the opin¬ 
ion that the interior of Africa consists of 
an immense table-land, extending without 
any material interruption from the Moun¬ 
tains of Mendefi, south of Lake Tchad, 
as Jar as the Cape of Good Hope—and 
which is inhabited by nations of civiliza¬ 
tion superior to that of other Africans; 1 
and that, in fact, this great plateau, from ' 
its elevation, resembles in its climate and 
physical characters much more an Europe¬ 
an than a tropical country, and offers an 
example analagous to that of the great 
Andean table-lands of South America.— 
Mr. Rebmann, in speaking of the natives 
in the interior west of Mombas, from 
whom he received a very friendly recep¬ 
tion, states that the character of the peo¬ 
ple is free from that savageness which 
would render it unadvisable for one or 
two individuals to reside in their country ; 
and that it rather displays composure, 
gravity and quietness—as is generally the 
case with people living in mountainous 
countries. Again, Mr. Cooley, in allud¬ 
ing to the Mucaranga, or people of Mon- 
omoezi, who annually descend in larg e, 
numbers to Zanzibar to trade—says that 
they are decently clothed in cotton of 
their own manufacture, and bring down 
their merchandise to the coast laden on 
asses of a fine breed. Of the natives 
met with by Mr. Livingston near Lake 
Ngami, we have likewise favorable ac¬ 
counts, so that we may indulge the hope 
that as soon as Dr. Overw.eg and Dr. 
Barth shall reach the Mandara moun¬ 
tains, they will be beyond the reach of 
the deadly climate and of the savage in¬ 
habitants of the African lowlands—and 
that they will afterward have fewer ob¬ 
stacles in pursuing their way S. E. in the 
direction of Mombas, their desired goal. 
It is in fact, not until they shall have ar¬ 
rived beyond Lake Tchad that these zeal¬ 
ous and energetic travelers consider that 
their real field of exploration will begin. 
The only fear is, that their pecuniary 
means may not be sufficient to enable 
them to carry out their gigantic undertak-

It is nature’s overflowing 
current, and never carries the destroying an¬ 
gel with it. See how soundly the deli¬ 
cate little wren and tender little robin sleeps 
under its full and immediate influence, and 
how fresh and vigorous and joyous they rise 
amid the surrounding dew-drops of the 
morning. Although exposed all night long 
to the air of heaven, their lungs are never out 
of order and this we know by the daily repe¬ 
tition of their song. 

Look at the newly-born hare, without any 
nest to go to. It lives and thrives and be¬ 
comes strong and playful under the unmiti¬ 
gated inclemency of the falling dews of the 
night. I have here a fine male turkey, full 
eight years old, and he has not passed a sin¬ 
gle night in shelter. He roosts in a cherry- 
tree, and is always in primest health the year 
throughout. Three dunghill fowls, preferr¬ 
ing this cheeiy-tree to the warm perches in 
the hen-house, took their airy quarters with 
him early in October, and have never since 
gone to any other roosting place. The cow 
and the horse sleep safely on the cold damp 
ground, and the roebuck lies down to rest in 
the heather, on the dewy mountain top. I 
myself can sleep all night long, bareheaded, 
under the full moon’s watery beams, without 
any fear of danger, and pass the day in wet 
shoes without catching cold. Coughs aud 
colds are generally caught in the transitition 
from an overheated room to a cold apart¬ 
ment ; but there would be no danger in this 
movement if ventillation were attended to— 
a precauti4^Bttle thought of now-a-daya— 
Jf'aterton’s Natural History.

MINUTE CALCULATIONS. 

A Queen bee will lay 200 eggs daily for 
fifty or sixty days. A single queen is stated 
to produce 100,000 in a season. A swarm 
of beeB contains from 10,000 to 20,000 in nat¬ 
ural state, and from 30,000 to 40,000 in a 
Tiive. There are about 9000 cells in a square 
foot of honey-comb.—5000 bee9 weigh a 
pound. A wasp’s nest annually contains 
from 15,000 to 16,000 cells. Some female 
spiders produce nearly 2000 eggs. 35,000 
silk worms produce one pound of silk; but 
it would require 27,000 spiders, all females, 
to produce one pound of web. There are 
six or seven generations of gnats in a sum¬ 
mer, and each lays 260 eggs. A cow eats 
100 lbs. of green food in every twenty-five 
hours, and yields five quarts or 10 lbs. of 
milk. Every pound of cochineal contains 
70,000 insects boiled to death ; and from 600 
to 700 thousands pounds annually taken 
away for scarlet and crimson dyes. Lewen- 
hock reckoned 17,000 divisions in the cor¬ 
nea (outer coat of the eye) of a butter fly each 
one of which, he thought, possessed a crys¬ 
talline lens.
